“Most of our problems, assisted 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following is 
the statement issued by the First 


Presidency of the Church of Jesus, 


Christ of Latter-day Saints on the 
Equal Rights Amendment. The 
statement was issued on Dec. 29, 
1976. 


From its beginnings, The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints has 
affirmed the exalted role of woman in 
our society. 

In 1842, when women’s 
organizations were little known, the 
Prophet Joseph Smith established the 
women’s organization of the Church, 
the Relief Society, as a companion 
body of the Priesthood. The Relief 
Society continues to function today as 
a vibrant, worldwide organization 
aimed at strengthening motherhood 
and broadening woman’s learning and 
iivoelvement- i Tewme1ous, 
compassionate, cultural, educational, 
and community pursuits. 

In Utah where our Church is 
headquartered, women received the 
right to vote in 1870, fifty years 
before the Nineteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution granted the right 
nationally.

The ASBYU Women’s Conference is over, but it has 
left some good feelings behind. 

The conference began with a burst of enthusiasm and 
a standing ovation for Sister Camilla Eyring Kimball as 
she was honored “Exemplary Woman of the Year.” 
After her devotional address, the hustle and bustle of the 
Wilkinson Center registration area gave an air of 
excitement to the event—women from all over the 
country greeting each other, wearing smiles and “Hello, 
my name is... .” buttons. 


Many responded 


Sharon Sullivan, workshop and registration 
coordinator of the conference, said, ‘‘We’re 
overwhelmed with the number of women who have 
responded. We weren't prepared for the number of 
women who came.’ 

Miss Sullivan said 15 buses were chartered from 
California alone. Visitors came from as far away as 
Lockport, N.Y., Kentucky, Florida and Germany. 
Women representatives from Ricks College came, as well 
as members of the General Relief Society Board and the 
Young Women’s Board of the Church. 

The first day of the conference, 1,088 registered, with 
many more attending the workshops than had signed up. 
Mothers and their student daughters attended workshops 
together. Babies slept or played on the floor as their 
mothers stood attentive at the back of the room. 


‘Never too old’ 


Mrs. Ellen Cox and Mrs. Robert Smith travelled to the 
conference from Wendell, Id. “It is a good excuse for 
mothers to leave home and see what the kids are doing 
on campus. We’re never too old to learn, you know,” 
says Mrs. Cox, with a twinkle in her eye. She has a 
granddaughter attending BYU. Mrs. Smith, mother of 
10, came to the conference to attend with her daughter. 
“T would like to see more workshops,” she says. 

Workshops ranged from panel discussions on 
“Growing Up Female in the Mormon Church” to 
individual talks on women and education or physical 
fitness. Those who. conducted the sessions were 
enthusiastic in their own tight. Mrs. Carol Lynn 
Pearson, well-known LDS author and poetess, 


interrupted her opening remarks to set up chairs for: 


those women who could not find seats. Other women 
commented on the master teaching techniques of Eloise 
Bell, assistant professor of’ English, who talked on 
women and education.

Women had a chance to fill out evaluation sheets for 
each workshop and make some comments. One visitor 


from Hamilton, New Zealand wrote, “It’s about time: 


women in the church were taught to be people rather 
than roles.” 

A Y student writes, “It should be given to the men, 
not women!” A comment from a California visitor 
suggested, “I am somewhat disappointed that more 18 
and 19-year-old students did not attend. Couldn’t Pres. 
Oaks stress attendance for the very students who could 
benefit by this attendance?” 

Those who were interviewed gave varied reactions to 
the workshops. Certain reservations about the 
conférence and the topics discussed were expressed by 
Mrs. Margaret Richards, a member of the General Board 
of the Young Women for the church. “I’m afraid that 
we're offering so many opportunities to our girls, that 
marriage will no longer seem exciting to them,” she says, 


. concerned. 


Ultimate joy 


Mrs. Richards says she feels women should continue 
their education, but “offering an array of successful 
professional women is a danger. I’m still looking to the 
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young girl who finds real happiness in the rearing of her 
children.” Finding herself fulfilled as a wife and mother 
of 12 children, she says} “Speaking from my personal 
experience of a good home life, husband and children, I 
know that this is the ultimate joy in life. I almost feel 
guilty taking so much time off from my family to come 
here for the conference, since I have children at home.” 

Mrs. Caryle Brewerton from Boise, Id., came to the 
conference to also help her daughter prepare a 
Preference dinner for her date. “Stimulating ideas and 
thoughts to talk about between mother and daughter 
through attending the conference workshops together is 
a good idea,” she says. 


Impressing leadership 


A Salt Lake mother says she is impressed with the 
women’s leadership at BYU. Mrs. JoEllen Blackham’s 
summary of the conference was “more of an awareness 
that we’re role playing and don’t even know it. I’ve 
never been so much for women’s rights in my life, but 
I’m not a flag waver.’ Mrs. Blackham says the 
conference inspires her to want the same opportunities 
for her daughters as she would want for her sons. 

Most women said they would attend again. 

The theme of the conference, “The LDS Woman: An 
Ever Widening Circle,” was illustrated throughout the 
conference by using examples of the lives of early 
Mormon women. Mrs. Judith Rasmussen Dushku, 
keynote speaker, summed her talk by saying, “I think 
there are women in our church history that, if you knew 
more about them, their lives and their thoughts and their 
experiences, you would find a kinship with them and 
you would be helped through difficult times in your life 
merely by the association with them.” 


Better women 
Mrs. Carol Lynn Pearson told of her research into 


early Mormon women’s journals and copies of the 
women’s “Exponent,” published by LDS women. She 


‘says, “This group of 100 years ago had to battle the 


same types of things we do today. They knew their first 
priority was to be good mothers and wives, but they 
knew there were things to make themselves better 
mothers and better wives.” 

Mrs. Pearson expressed many thoughts of 
contemporary LDS women when she read poetry from 
her newly published book, ““‘The Growing Season.” “I 
feel right now that most of you are in that season right 
now, whether it’s early in your life or later. We are all 
continually growing, each and every day of our lives,” 
she says in describing the theme of the book. 

Since many women desire to attend again, the good 
feelings left behind may contribute to the growing circle 
of experience for LDS women.

was adopted from English 
common law. This law 
stipulated marriage created 
one person, which was the 
husband.

Attempts to push 
ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment 
through Utah’s 41st 
Legislature failed, even 
though some state 
lawmakers said they 
weren’t opposed to the 
philosophy. So the 42nd 
Legislature is now being 
fed legislation “bite by 
bite’? which is designed to 
achieve many of. the 
intentions of the ERA. 
The piecemeal approach 
“seems to be working as the 
legislature has swallowed 
the bills with little 
opposition. “It has just 
been great,” says Beth 
Jarman, a former state 
representative who chaired 
the Sex Discrimination 
re Subcommittee of the 
gat House Judiciary

Ms. Jarman, who is now 
an administrative assistant 
in Governor Matheson’s 
office, headed the sub 
committee when it was set 
up by a house resolution 
in 1975. From May of that 
year until just before the 
present legislature 
convened, and. -the 
subcommittee dissolved 
the committee of seven 
state lawmakers and four 
aide h=0,.¢ ,-mrem.b ers 
researched “sex—based 
discrimination.” The 
product is fifteen bills and 
three joint resolutions 
introduced for legislative 
consideration. 
“‘Bighty-nine statutes 
were found to be clearly 
discriminatory,’ says 
Eleanor Lewis, an attorney 
and ad hoc member of the 
committee. ine 
committee sifted through 
the Utah code and 
constitution looking for 


“key words” which might 


be discriminatory, Ms. 
Lewis adds. 

After settling on certain 
statutes that were “clearly 
discriminatory,’ the 
legislation now being 
introduced was drawn up, 
Ms. Lewis says. “‘It is not 
an exhaustive gathering.” 
Then she adds, “There is 
still a long way to go, but 
it’s a giant step.” The 
committee hopes the 
legislature will pass a 
resolution before it to 
renew the group’s efforts. 

Brenda Hancock, 
another ad hoc member of 
the committee who is

talking with Ms. Lewis in 
her office in the State 
Capitol adds, “It doesn’t 
clean up the whole code.” 
Ms. Hancock is the 
coordinator for the 
Governor’s Commission on 
the Status of Women and 
agrees with Ms. Lewis that 
strides are being made. But 
the two women concur it 
is not the same as the 
ERA. 

Soltedoesnet. do. ett 
nationally,’ Ms. Hancock 
says. Ms. Lewis adds, 
“Without ERA we’re not 
precluded from amending 
these statues back or 
creating new statutes that 
are discriminatory.” A lot 
of bills are still coming 
through with discrimina- 


tory language, she 
explains. 

However, the women 
were doing little 


complaining about the 
present movement among 
the Utah Solons. 

“We are making a big 
step toward compliance 
with the ERA if it was to 
~be adopted,’ Ms. Lewis 
says. 

Ms. Jarman agrees and 


adds, “Utah is ahead of 
most states.” She explains 
the “‘guarantee of equality 
to all” must come through 
the states or the United 
States Congress or courts 
will take action. 

To meet this guarantee 
of no legal discrimination, 
the committee divided the 
statutes? ~1nto-eient 
categories: 1)domicile, 
2)exemptions, benefits, 
preference, 3)laws 
meaning: “person, - 
4)sexual offenses, 5 )legal 
rights, 6)law enforcement, 
7)domestic relations, and 
8) employment and labor. 

So far, explains Ms. 
Lewis, there hasn’t been 
much opposition to the 
bills in the first seven 
categories. It’s the labor 
bills which are causing 
some controversy. “It’s 
because they may cost 
money,’ Ms. Hancock 
contends. 

They explain many of 
these labor bills, as well as 
a couple of others, extend 
benefits to men which 
only women had before.

Editor’s Note: As part of the Monday Magazine’s 
special issue on women, the Monday Magazine sent 
writer Duane Hardy to Salt Lake City to interview 
Barbara B. Smith, General President of the Relief 


‘Society. Mrs. Smith was asked to give her views on the 


relationship between BYU women and the Relief 
Society program in the church. 


Monday Magazine: What are the goals of the Relief 
Society in regards to single women in the church such as 
we have here at BYU? 


Mrs. Smith: The goals for the single girls at BYU and 


the church in general are the same as for the married © 


sisters. These are: to manifest benevolence; to care for 


the poor, the sick, and the unfortunate; to give guidance 


and training to the sisters in homemaking arts and skills; 
to foster love for religion, education, culture, and 
refinement; to develop faith; and to study and teach the 
gospel. 


Monday Magazine: What is the Relief Society doing to 
reach these goals? 


Mrs. Smith: We encourage the visiting teaching 
program. All the girls are called to be visiting teachers. It 
is very interesting for us to talk to those who have 
caught the vision of visiting teaching. At first they felt it 
was almost an imposition to go to see a girl they would 
see on campus but then they realize they must become a 
very good friend if they are to carry the gospel into her 
home and let her know the Lordloves her enough to have 
a representative make a personal visit to her. 

'Homemaking is another area that we strongly 
emphasize. A lot of our young girls have not had many 
homemaking experiences and when they come into a 


-campus living situation they are faced with the reality of 


budgeting their time to allow for meal preparation and 
daily chores as well as school and church activities. This 


is very hard for some of them to adjust to. We have two 
ways we try to overcome these problems. One is to have 
homemaking classes in the homes of LDS sisters in the 
area. The girls are taught homemaking skills and are 
invited to participate in the family activities and family 
prayer. The other is to involve some of the young men in 
teaching simple home repair and auto repair procedures. 
Both of these ideas have been very successful when they 
have been used. 

The other area we try to stress for single girls is the 
area of self-development. Many of the girls don’t really 
understand how important they are as individuals. This 
knowledge has to be emphasized to them. 


Monday Magazine: Is the single girl in the church 
really seeing the vision of Relief Society? 


Mrs. Smith: Not enough. BYU and other college 
groups are our most effective organizations. Some 
groups that are not affiliated with colleges don’t fully 
realize the scope of the Relief Society program. If they 
could only understand that this is the only organization 
for women on the earth organized by the Lord through 
the Prophet Joseph Smith it-would be beneficial for 
both them and the Relief Society program. 


Monday Magazine: Would you advise a girl to seek 
training for a potential career or should she only prepare 
for motherhood and homemaking? 


b] ais 
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Mrs. Smith: I definitely advise a woman to seek 
training for a potential career and I think that potential 
career, no matter what it is, would bless a home and a 
woman in her great role of motherhood and 
homemaking. When you think of homemaking in terms 
of creating worlds and people in them, there are no 
limitations on what a woman should learn. 

There are times though when a woman will have to 
support a family and she should prepare for that 
eventuality. 

Any mother that has a great son has given him a good 
background from which to draw. So if a mother looks at 
a homemaking career as a limited one she doesn’t 
understand. It is suppose to be very broad and 
all-encompassing if she is to give the child a good 


‘understanding of life. 


Monday Magazine: At BYU we have many married 
women who are working mothers putting their husbands 
through school. Would you advise against this? 


Mrs. Smith: I think a woman should help her husband 
through school if she can. But a mother must realize she 
has a great responsibility toward the children she bears. 
She must care for them and nuture them. 

I know that there are many couples that found 
satisfactory answers by having the husband study at 
home while the mother is away. The father should be 
sure though to help the child receive the proper learning 
experience it needs. 

I think if husbands and wives plan very carefully they 
can make this a very fruitful time. I want you to know 
my husband and I had our children while he was 
completing his college education and I worked as long as 
I could. 

I know that it is hard to live today in this economy 
and be able to make ends meet. But I think most people 
are capable of planning their time and using their money 
and talents to be successful. 

I think an exciting area for a couple to explore is 
earning money at home. There are so many ways that a 
‘couple can earn money by using their talents wisely and 
still be able to stay at home.

Good cooking is the 
most. essential aspect of 
home-making, the men 
said, but sewing and 
house-cleaning are 
important too. One fellow 
said he didn’t want to live 
in a “‘pig’s pen.” 

Bill Fitch, Culver City, 
Calif., freshman in law 
enforcement, said he felt 
home-making qualities 
were important, “second 
only to love-making 
abilities.” 

Hansen said there was 
only one stipulation he 
had for a homemaker: that 
“she knows how to make 
apple pie.” 

“What sort of home 
background would you 
like a future wife to 
have?” another question 
asked. Most BYU men 
answered, ‘a good LDS 
Church family.” 

A few students said 
background didn’t matter. 


Rather, it was the girl at 
the present time who 
mattered. 

Several said middle to 
upper-middle class 
economic backgrounds 
were good. Big families 
were also prominently 
cited. 

Lawrence Wiedmann, 
Saint Louis, Mo., graduate 
in linguistics spoke against 
girls from the West, 
“preferably not from the 
West; the girls out here 
just don’t have everything 
together.” 

“How do you feel about 
the intelligent, ambitious 
girl?” About 85 per cent 
of the students said they 
felt great about such a girl, 
although many of them 
said they didn’t want her 
to be over ambitious. 

They said they wanted 
their future wife to be 
sharp and efficient but not 
a career chaser or an 
intelligence flaunter. 

Some of the men said 
they didn’t want a girl 
who was smarter than they 
were. One said he wanted 
“a calm, normal girl.” — 

Joon = edna ets 
Monticello, senior in 
accounting, said when 
asked how he felt about 
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the past, the potential 
negative effects of the 
ERA seem to be the main 
reasons the BYU girls so 
overwhelmingly oppose it. 
Shirleen Jones of Pingree, 
Ind., describes herself as 
“not much of a women’s 
libber” and fears the ERA 
“might take women out of 
the home.”

Long nimble fingers busily mold small bits of clay as 
two full-size figures begin to take on a feeling of life. 
The loving eyes of the Prophet Joseph Smith, 
masterfully sculpted, gaze into the figure of the first 
Relief Society President, his wife Emma. 

“After I study their lives and learn their different 
personalities they really come alive to me,” says 
Florence Hansen, sculptress for part of the Monument to 
Women commissioned by the Relief Society. “I have 
gained such respect for Emma,” adds Mrs. Hansen as she 
steps back to view the figures, lit by the even north light 
coming through the tall windows of the studio in Alpine, 
Utah. 

Mrs. Hansen and Dennis Smith, a well-known LDS 
sculptor, were commissioned a year and a half ago by 
the Relief Society to'erect a thirteen-piece Monument to 
Women that will stand in Nauvoo. The project is being 


totally funded by contributions, often made in memory 
of deceased female relatives or in honor of the living. 
Those wishing to do so can contact local Relief 
Societies, according to the Relief Society General Board. 
It is hoped that the statues will be an effective 
missionary tool. “The statues are to depict the role of 
the woman in the Church,” explains Mrs. Hansen, who is 
creating two of the pieces. 

Along with the statue portraying the organization of 
the Relief Society, Mrs. Hansen is sculpting the principle 
of teaching in the woman’s life. This is a two-figure 
statue of a mother sitting with book, pen and paper in 
her lap. Beside her stands her young daughter, violin 
under her arm, looking up onto her mother’s tender 
face. : 


Mrs. Hansen tells how she was contacted by Church 
Relief Society President Barbara B. Smith in 1975 and 
asked to submit a free-standing figure that expressed the 
role of the woman in the Church. She was given a month 
to present an idea.

A month later Mrs. Smith called again, only to hear

“I hadn’t eaten breakfast so I began to fast,”’ says Mrs. 
Hansen. “I had been praying for the Lord’s help but 
nothing had come to me.” She fasted that day and the 
next, and explains that 45 minutes before Mrs. Smith 
was to leave her office she was about ready to call and 
admit defeat. 

She put down the phone and went back to her clay. 
“As I worked the clay with my fingers it just seemed to 
fall into place,” reflects Mrs. Hansen, as she stops

Prophet Joseph. ‘“‘I have never had anything come so 
easy. | knew the Lord was inspiring me. Every artist 
knows when it happens to them because it just takes 
place before. you, and I had never experienced this 
before.” The idea was eventually accepted and with the 
agreement of Dennis Smith, she began working on the 
monument. 

“My art is a gift to me from the Lord,” states Mrs. 
Hansen, ‘“‘and I have always felt I must use it in a 
positive way.” She says it is a great honor to bea part of 
this Monument to Women. 

“Sculpting has been a real medium of expression for 
me,” says Mrs. Hansen, telling of her only surviving son 
of five children who will be returning from his mission in 
Austria next week. 

“T Jove sculpting but my favorite thing is being a wife 


and mother. That, in and of itself, is so completly - 


beautiful that it has been my greatest joy,” she says as 
she stands busily working between the two more than 
life-size figures. 

Mrs. Hansen gives all the credit of her work to the 
Lord.

request of Martha and 
Mary. He did not treat 
women as sex objects as 
seen in the tenderness with 
which he responded to the 
woman of ill repute who 
bathed his feet with her 
tears and dried them with 
her hair. He spoke to her 
in public and invited her 
to a higher dignity with 
the words of forgiveness, 
noting her Faith and 
inviting her to “go in 
peace”. We think also of 
the woman who had 
committed adultery, 
brought to Him as a trap. 
It was felt in those times 
that a moral law was not 
broken when a man 
committed adultery, but 
rather that he had violated 
the property of another 
man. 

The significance of the 
scene of Christ with the 
Samaritan Woman is so 
clear. He again speaks toa 
woman in public, and one 
who belongs to a tribe 
with which the Jews had 
long standing differences. 
He reveals to her that he is 
the Messiah, just as He 
revealed to Martha that He 
is the “resurrection”? and 
to Mary the “risen one.” 
He also commissions this 
Samaritan to bear witness 
of Him to her fellow 
villagers, who believed on 
her word. He encouraged 
the intellectural and 
spiritual life for women in 
the scene with Mary and 
Martha. Woman’s proper 
place was “in the home” 
and Mary was behaving 
out of the. mold, but He 
did not condemn her and 
even stated that she had 
chosen the “better part,” 
assuring her it would not 
be taken from her.

Coach Frank Arnold commented last week 
that BYU’s basketball team would have to 
play its best game of the year against Utah, 
or lose by 20 points. 

And losing by 20 points is exactly what 
happened to the Cougars Saturday, as they 
dropped an 81-61 contest to their in-state 
WAC rivals. 

The win gives the Redskins a 6-1 
conference mark while the Cougars fall to 
1-6. 

Managing to keep their field goal 
percentage characteristically low, the 
Cougars hit only 27 of 70 attempts for 38 
per cent. The hot-shooting Utes, on the 
other hand, showed BYU how it’s done, 
hitting for 59 per cent. 

Not that BYU didn’t have its chances. The 
Cats were pretty well prevented from getting 
the ball inside because of the Ute defense, but 
shots from the outside that should have gone 
down for them just didn’t. 

“Utah’s defense was good inside, but we 
had enough of those 10- to 15-foot jump 
shots, that we could have been right in the 
game if we’d been shooting well,” Arnold 
said. 

“When you don’t make those shots, you’re 
going to get embarrassed, and that’s what 
happened to us.” : 

Following the four-minute mark, the game 
pretty much belonged to Utah. But down by 
16 with three minutes remaining, the 
Cougars’ Greg Anderson hit an 18-footer, 
Verne Thompson made two free throws, Jay 
Cheesman scored after a rebound and Glen 
Roberts got a shot from under the basket, 
while the Utes were held to two points,

bringing the Cats to within 10, 38-28. 

“We felt at halftime if we played tough on 
defense and were more selective on offense 
the second half, we could get back in the 
game,” Arnold said. 

But the Cougars didn’t score for the first 
3%4 minutes of the second period, while Utah 
added another six points. Scott Runia was 
the only BYU player to score in the first 
eight minutes. The first two came from 20 
feet out and the third was an 18-footer, 
before any other Cougar got on the board. 

The Utes had BYU down by 27 points 
with three minutes left. Aided by five points 
from -Nick Nakic, the Cats made it a little 
more respectable at the final buzzer. 

Utah duo Jeff Judkins and Buster 
Matheney tied for the scoring leadership 
with 22 points each. Matheney was deadly 
from the outside, as well as driving in for 
three stuff shots. One was taken away, 
however, when he took off from the foul 
line and ran into Greg Anderson. The junior 
from Los Angeles ended the night with 69 
per cent from the field. 

“In the first half, Judkins and Matheney . 
scored 70 per cent of Utah’s points,” Arnold 
said. ‘‘We knew what they were going to do 
and we still couldn’t stop them. 

“J have always felt Judkins was a good 
player, but now I think he’s a great one.” 

Judkins shot 66 per cent for the game. 

“1m impressed with Utah asa total unit,” 
said BYU’s two-year coach. “They have 
great balance. I sat in awe of some of the 


- shooting they did.” 


The Redkins were fourth in the nation in 
field goal percentage going into Saturday’s 
matchup. “I wouldn’t be surprised if they’re 
third now,” Arnold said.
